President Hopes to Get Demo- 
Crats of Both Houses 
United on Revision. 


IGNORE PLATFORM PLANK

“Customs Duties for Revenue Only” 


Will Not Be Upheld by 
Leaders of Party. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., March 24.—[Special].}— 
Presiden, Wilson entered into tariff nego- 
tiations tonight with Congressman Under- 
wood, chairman of the house ways and means 
committee. 

For a week Mr. Wilsot has been studying 
the rates agreed on by the committee. The 
fact that the recommendations of the com- 
mittee were in his possession had been kept 
&@ secret, 

As far as possible he has given the rates 
personal consideration, and also has had the 
assistance of several experts who are able 
to illuminate certain confused provisions. 

From Mr. Underwood tonight the chief ex- 
ecutive ascertained the rules which guided 
the committee In making its revision and 
the relation of the rates determined upon. 

While in some respects the president ex- 
pressed gatisfaction with what thus far had 
been done, he announced that various 
changes will have to be made before the re- 
vision proposed meets with his approval.- 


Underwood Pleased with Stand. 
When Mr. Underwood left the White House 
he expressed gratification at the attitude of 
the president and insisted the differences be- 
tween himself and that official could be ad- 
fusted. “He and other members of the ways 


and means committee will have almost dally « 


conferencés with the president during the 
next ten days. Mr. Wilson also intends to 
confer wtih Senator Simmons, 
the senate finance committees. 

It ts his desire to have the bill in such shape 
when it Is reported to the houte that it will 
go throtigh without a hiteh, This is likely 
to be a disappointment, however. 

The Louisiana senators and a number of 
other southern representatives in the senate 
are declaring openly for the protection of 
their home industries, They will make 
strenuous efforts to obtain protective duties 
in spite of the president. A change of four 
Democratic votes would be sufficient to 
amend any tariff item. 


Stand for Protective Duties. 

It has become apparent that neither the 
president nor any. Democrat in congress in- 
tends to pay attention to the first declaration 
in the Democratic platform: 

“That the federal government, under the 
constitution, has no right or power to im- 
pose or collect tariff duties, except for the 
punpose of revenue.”’ 

The best information that can be obtained is 
that protective duties will be maintained on 
various producta, especially those of im- 
portance in southern districts, 

The president himself has promised that 


no harm will be suffered by any legitimate 


business, and he will not favor a radical.cut 
which will do injury rather than good. He 
has concentrated his attention primarily on 
the schedules which have aided the creation 
of monopolwes, for instance those dealing with 
wool and manufactures thereof, cotton and 
manufactures thereof, fron and steel and 
sugar. 

There is no doubt the house bill will provide 
for free sugar. This will be for trading pur- 
poses, however, as a concession will be made 
to the Louisiana and beet sugar men in the 
end. 

House for Free Sugar. 

The president realizes fully that the suc- 
cess or failure of his administration will de- 
pend upon the kind of revision made and 
how it is received by the country. Thisisa 
powerful reason for his exercise of great 
care in passing on every item of the bill. He 
is afraid of “ jokers”’ and is going through 
the measure with a fine-tooth comb, picking 
out provisions which seem to resemble this 
kind of “ nigger in the wood pile”’ legisha- 
tion. 

In his conference with Mr. Underwood to- 
night he asked numerous questions in regard 
to items he wae inclined to regard as dubi- 
ous and kept the chairman of the committee 
busy explaining the reasons and motives 
which actuated him and his colleagues in 
adopting the rate appearing in the bill. 

The president is making it clear that he 
expects currency revision to occur at the 
extra session unless it should develop that 
it will interfere with a right disposition of 
the tariff. In this event congress will remain 
sitting until the fall. 

Congressman Underwood expects the house 
to pass the tariff bill, or bile, by May 1, and 
believes that by July 1 the senate will have 
disposed of them.

Riley Darnell, at one time one of the best 
known haberdashers in Chicago, owning and

NINETEEN DEAD 
IN TERRE HAUTE 


Victims’ Bodies Taken from 
Debris; Ten Persons Miss- 
ing; Several More Fa- 
talities Expected. 


RIVER THREATENS FLOOD 


Wabash Rises Out of Banks; 
Grief Crazed Survivors Wan- 
der Among Ruins of 
Homes. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Terre Haute, Ind., March 24.—[Special.}— 
Nineteen’ persons are known to be dead, ten 
are missing, 250 are more or less badly hurt, 
800 families are homeless, and a property 
loss of $1,000,000 is the toll today of the tor- 
nado that swept south Terre Haute last 
night. Scarcely had the terrific blast of wind 
passed than rain began to fall in torrents. 
It continued all through today. 

Tonight the Wabash river is rising 80 rap- 
idly that residents of the section of the city 
west of the river are preparing for a disae- 
trous flood. Sixteen feet is the danger mark. 
Before midnight that had been passed and a 
turbid yellow flood was sweeping over the 
low lying portions of the city. 

At the south end men attired In waterproofs 
and lighted by lanterns are working desper- 
ately to remove the débris and seek bodies 
thus far undiscovered. On the other side of 
the river people are working just ae feverish- 
ly to remove their household goods to places 
of safety and are preparing to flee to higher 
land out of reach of the flood. 


Heavy Rain Quenches Fires. 

Lightning and short circuited electric light 
and trolley wires started several fires, 
though all were quickly extinguished by the 
heavy downpour of rain, so that within 
twenty-four hours this city has been the 
victim of fire, flood, and tornado. 

Many of the survivors of the tornado virtu- 
ally lost their minds and today many women 
and girls were wandering around in the rain, 
sobbing and wringing their hands, and even 
fighting when reecuers sought to take them 
to places of safety. 

Two bodies recovered late last night, those 
of Mrs. Moses Carter and her baby, disap- 
peared today. Otto Hippelheuser, a newepa- 
per man, extricated them from the wreckage 
of their home, in which also lay the body of 
Mr. Carter. He carried them to a cleared 
space a short distance away, and thougn 
the coroner and various others searched for 


‘them all day the bodies could not be found. 


It is believed that some one frightened almost 
to insanity took the bodies and is guarding 
therm. 


Three Hundred Homes Demolished 

More than 3800 residences, many of them 
owned by their former occupanats were lev- 
eled. Nearly every one in the stricken dis- 
trict had either retired or was preparing to 
retire. Nearly all were working people who 
had gone to church to attend Easter serv- 
ice amd returned home early so that they 
might go to bed and get up early. 

There had been considerable rain early in 
the evening. Then, with aroar that drowned 
the noise of the falling rain and the occa- 
sional thunder claps, came the fury of the 
tornado. Straight from the southwest it 
came, mowing down everything in its path 
for the short radius of not more than one- 
quarter of a mile. For a distance of about 
five miles in length the blast struck homes, 
manufactories, and stores. Scarcely any spot 
underwent the blow for more than two min- 
utes and on went the storm. Striking across 
country almost due east, just as it was 
grazing the handsome residential part of the 
city, the big wind went on its way toward In- 
dianapouiis. 


Downpour in Wake of Blast. 

Then came the rain in such terrific down- 
pour that the fires started among the wreck- 
age were extinguished almost before the 
firemen arrived on the scene. Every electric 
light was extinguished in the stricken sec- 
tion of the city and darkness overhung all, 
save when a vivid flash of Kehtming would 
flluminate the scene for a brief second. 

Hundreds of men and boys from other parts 
of the city hurried to the scene and began 
the work of rescue. Men, women, and chil- 
dren. attired mostly only in night clothes, 
were running about. Here and there a res- 
cuer would find a man or woman screaming 
frantically and trying to lift débris from the 
body of a relative. 

Miss Hannah Tulley, sieter of Fire Marshal 
Tulley, was found with a piece of timber 
driven through her body. Lying on his bed in 
a field, apparently stricken dead by the shock, 
was the body of Dr. Frnest.L. Moore. His 
house. was scattered all over the block. He 
and his bed had been picked up and deposited, 
right side up, in the nearby vacant plot 


Boy Killed as House Falls, 

Bryan Leslie Houts, a little boy whose 
father was also killed, was found almost cut 
in two by a heavy chair that had been driven 
against him as the walls of the house col- 
lapsed. 

Two families were left standing paralyzed 
with fright as their homes went smashing 
over their heads. When they came to their 
senses they fied for a box ear on a siding 
and were found hours later, still too fright- 
ened to emerge. Thomas R. Smith was so 
badly injured that his death is expected, 
while his wife and little daughter escaped 
without a scratch. On all sidee there were 
traces of the freakish nature of the storm. 

Leaping from a steaming horse, shortly 
after midnight. a man burst upon 4 group of 
rescuers and told of the virtual wiping out 
of Prairietown, a hamlet several miles south 
of Terre Haute. 

Another messenger arriving on. tcot told

FIRES IN WAKE OF BLOW 


Omaha, Neb., March 24.—[Special.]— 
More than 200 persons were killed in Omaha 
and uearby towns and villages by last 
night’s tornado. 

One hundred and fifty-two of the fatalities 
were in the city itself. Three hundred and 
forty residents of the city were seriougly in- 
jured. 

The other fatalities were scattered ovei 
a considerable range of territory, with Coun- 
cil Bluffa, Ia., reporting twelve; Yutan, Neb., 
sixteen; Berlin, Neb., seven; Glenwood, Ia., 
five; Neola, Ia., two; Beebe, Ia., one; Bart- 


“tett, Ta., fhree: and Ralston, Neb., fourteen. 


The game cities and towns report ap ag- 
gregate of 400 injured and 450 homes demol- 
ished. 

The villages of Benson, Dundee, and Flor- 
ence, suburbs of Omaha, also were prac- 
tically wiped out. 


PROPERTY LOSS $5,000,000, 

The monetary loss in the city will, it is 
estimated, exceed $5,000,000. 

Perhaps 1,500 persons are homeless. 

Aside from this 83,000 buildings were dam- 
aged, many of these being churches and 
school buildings. 

Eight of Omaha’s public schools were 
wrecked. 

(The storm cut a pathway twenty-four 
blocks long and from three to seven blocks 
wide through the residential] section of the 
city. Included in the destroyed section is | 
Bemis Park, where most of the city’s 
wealthy people live. 


WHOLE STREETS WIPED OUT. 

Parts of this district are impassable be- 
cause of the débris and wreckage of blocks 
of residences and business buildings. So 
completely did the storm raze portions of 
this section that it is impossible to recognize 
where streets have been except for the 
stretches of broken lamp posts. 

The menace of fire isimminent. The fire 
and police departments are exhausted after 
thirty hours’ strenuous work. Anorder has 
been issued forbidding the lighting of fires. 

Many homeless persons walked the streets 
tonjght; many of the houses that remained 
intact are now crowded with women and 
children; many persons have left or are leav- 
ing the city. Car transportation in the city 
is at a standstill. 


THREE POINTS WORST HIT. 

The greatest loss of life occurred section- 
ally. Three points in the path of the storm 
offered the greatest sacrifices, : 

These were at Fortieth and Farnam 
streets, where a crowd had sought refuge 
in a garage, at Twenty-fourth and Lake 
streets, where a moving picture theater was 
and 
Willis avenue, where a pool room had at- 
tracted a crowd. 

In each of these places the fatalities were 
large. Many bodies have been recovered 
from the ruins at each of these placesyand 
a search is being made for others. 


TROOPS GUARD STRICKEN CITY. 


Soldiers state and national troops— 
poured into the city during the day to aid 
in bringing order out of what for twenty 
hours had been chaos. 

Tonight these guardians of the peace are 
patrolling the residence districts, aiding the 
police to maintain order and relieve such 
cases of suffering as come to their notice. 

The city is under martial law, the troops 
guarding against looting and rioting. All 
saloons are closed. 

Gov. Morehead of Nebraska arrived in the 
city today and took personal charge of caring 
for the survivors and hunting the dead. 
Nearly all members of the state Jegislature 
also are here

THOUGHT CITY WAS IMMUNE. 

Heretofore cyclonic storms in the vicinity 
of Omaha have generally moved in a direct 
westerly direction moving from Iowa. The 
foothills at the river have had the effect of 
breaking up the wind and Omaha has es- 
caped. 

Omaha people have felt the city was thus 
immune. Especially was this the comment 
at the time of the St. Louis cyclone in May, 
1896. 

Yesterday’s storm, however, came upon 
Omaha from a southwesterly direction and 
its trend was such that the bluffs on the 
river did not interfere with its progress. 


CLIMAX TO OTHER STORMS. 
The tornado really was the last of a series 


of windstorms which had been sweeping 
over the city all of Sundayafternoon. The 
climax came at near dusk. 

The storm’s first damage was at Fifty- 
fourth and Center streets. From there it 
traveled north, veering slightly to the east, 
to Leavenworth street. 

Thén it took a northeasterly course to For- 
tieth and Farnam streets. Still traveling a 
little east of north, it covered a course from 
Fortieth street east to Thirty-fourth street, a 
distance of six blocks, 


SWEEPS OVER BEMIS PARK. 

Striking Bemis park, the storm turned 
sharply to the east and passed along Parker 
and Blondo streets to Twenty-fourth street, 
where th was six blocks wide. 

In Ahe latter section the damage is com- 
plete. | 

Finally at Fourteenth and Spencer streets 


the storm swept over the bluffs high above 
the Missouri river, demolished the Missouri 


Pacific roundhouse, leveled the big trestle of 
the Iinois Central railroad over Carter lake, 
wrecked a number of buildings near the Rod 
and Gun club, and disappeared to the north- 
east. The suburb of Florence was the last 
spot visited. 

MOST LOSS IN SMALL SPACE. 

The greatest damage and loss of life 
came in the district along Parker and 
Blondo streets. 

The total number of deaths in this part 
of the city reached almost fifty. Within 
the space of this storm center, which if 
made rectangular would cover a quarter 
section of land, 1,200 houses are wrecked. 

One hundred bodies have been recov- 
ered and workmen are still engaged in 
searching the ruins for bodies. Several 
are known to be still in the ruins at the 
end of the storm’s path. 


CROWD TRAPPED IN THEATER. 

In this district was the Diamond motion 
picture theater, a brick building, which was 
partially filled with men, women, and chil- 
dren when the storm came It collapsed, 
hardly a brick remaining in the walls. 
Thirty were killed here. 

The Idlewild pool hall, patronized by 
colored men, collapsed and the débris 
caught fire. It is believed that forty or 


fifty persons perished there. 
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twenty fires which were reported after 
the storm. Every piece of fire fighting 
| apparatus of Omaha, as well as companies 
from South Omaha and Council _— 
were kept at work all night. 

This, and the fact that torrential sain’ 
followed the blow, soaking the débris, pre- 
vented a conflagration. 

No sooner had the great wind passed than 
a second violent gale swept over much the 
same territory, but with lessened fury. 


PHONE GIRLS INJURED, 

The Webster street telephone station, 
containing a score or more gizls, was one of 
the buildings struck by the storm. Several 
of the girls wene injured. 

The convent of the Poor Clares at Twenty- 
ninth and Hamilton streets was unroofed 
and the grounds were littered with débris. 

A private school for girls was wrecked, 
but ali of the pupils escaped. 

Among the show places of the city dam- 
aged was the Joslyn castle. The roof was 
torn off. 

A uumber of persons were seriously in- 
jured when a street car was blown over at 
Forty-seventh and Leavenworth streets. 
The motorman, Fred Bentley, jumped just 
as the car started to roll over. The wind 
picked him up, carried him 200 feet, and set 
bim down inp a field, uninjured. 


ESTIMATES OF LOSSES VARY. 

Estimates of the value of property de 
stroyed by the storm very from $5,000,000 
upwards. 

Some of the more substantial houses can 
be rebuilt, but this number is small, and 
where buildings have not been torn asunder 
they have been so twisted that even the 
material is useless for rebuilding. 

Shaking walls of the ruined buildings 
make the streets perilous to all passers-by, 
they being in danger of collapsing with the 
slightest gust of wind. 

RESCUE WORK BY LANTERNS. 

Rescue work started as soon as the resi- 
dents of the town were able to hurry to the 
stricken district, but the night’s work was 
by the light of lanterns and little was accom- 
plished. 

The storm, in passing, took down all the 
wires in the path of the tornado, and the 
electric power was shut off immediately to 
prevent further loss of life. 

Durmg the early hours of the night un- 
injured citizens worked desperately to re- 
move such persons as bad been caught be- 
neath razed buildings. The debris caught 
fire in many places and many people were 
painfully burned before they could be ex- 
tricated from broken timbers. 

With the arrival of daylight, a trainload of 
militiamen from Lincoln, and the presence 
in the city of Gov. Morehead, the work was 
systematized, and tonight indications are 
that one more day will end the search for 
bodies. 

SPECIAL TRAINS CARRY DOCTORS. 

Des Moines sent a specia) train with 
forty physicians, who arrived at noon 
and helped out the local staff that had 
been at work since 6 o'clock of the night

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TWO OTHER NEBRASKA TOWNS 
‘SUFFER HEAVILY BY STORM. 


Berlin and Yutan Have Long Lict of 
Persons Killed and Others Seriously 
Injured. 


Lincoln, Neb., March 24.—Seven persons 
were killed and seventeen injured at Berlin, 
Neb., by the tornado which struck that vil- 
lage last evening. The village, which is fifty 
miles south of Omaha, wes almost com- 
pletely wrecked, every one of the buildings 
being either totally or Partly ceetroyed. 

The storm struck the village, traveling ina 
northeasterly direction. Every building on 
the business street was destroyed, as was 
every other buficing with the exception of 
the church and parts of two residences. 

Several of the wrecked residences took fire 
after the storm and the wrechare was burned. 

Physicians arrived from the towns of Avo- 
ca and Syracuse and the injured were given 
medical attention. The bodies of the victims 
were placed in the church, which is being used 
temporarily asamorgue. 

Tt is believed that the storm also did much 
damage in the country districts before and 
after it struck the village. 


Sixteen Dead at Yutan. 

Yutan, Neb., March 24—Sixteen persons are 
known to be dead at Yutan, where the tor- 
naéo, which later did such havoc at Omaha, 
first began its destructive work. 

The storm at Yutan broke with such sud- 


denness that residents were unable to reach 
their tornado cellars. 

A relfef train with physicians was rushed to 
Yutan from Lincoln last night, and this morn- 
ing several of the injured were taken to Lin- 
coln hospitals. ‘

The town of Bartlett added three to the 
death list. All were members of the fam- 
ity of Edward Dendean. Dendean himself 
is said to have been killed together with twe 
other members of his family. but their first 
names were not learned. 

At Beebe, Mrs. Kate Cavanaugh, mother of 
Mre. Lee Hopper, whose two daughters were 
killed at Neola. was probably fatally injured. 


Storm Strips Clothes from Man. 

A peculiar feature of the Hopper family’s 
awful experience in the storm was the fact 
that the father was carried for more than 
@ quarter of s mile im the tornado and was 


found unconscious with nearly all of the 
clothing torn from his body, 

Heavy property loss was reported from the 
towns of Magnolia, 
Blackburn, Missouri Valley, and Malvern. 
No deaths were reported from any of thefe 
Places, but at Malvern two persons were re- 
ported hurt. 

Three miles east of this place a section of 
200 feet of the Chicago Great Western bridge 
was blown away.

TRAIN RUNS INTO TORNADO. 


Passengers Describe Terrors 
Tragedies Witnessed. 


and 


Graphic descriptions of the tornado as 
seen from the windows of a passenger train 
and details of suffering in demolished Ne- 
braska towns along the path of the storm 
were told yesterday by passengers on a Chi- 
eago, Burlington & Quincy passenger train 
which arrived in Chicago at noon, four hours 
late. The train passed close in the wake of 
the cyclone from Ralston, Neb. 

Mrs. Ethel Louise Ritter, who lives at 2432 
North Sawyer avenue, was lauded aga hero- 
ine of the trip by officials and passengers, 
She administered to injured persons and 
quieted the hysterical. 


Tells Freaks of Storm. 

F. G. Elmendorf, a traveling salesman of 
Indianapolis, wae evitting in the loboy ofan 
Omaha hotel near a winiow when the wind 
began to tear a wide path through a section 
ef the city. He told of some of the storm 
freaks. 

“JT gam several chairs and at least fifty 
cushions fastened in trees,’ he said. “‘ Im- 
paied on the jagged end of a torn limb wase 
dead dog. I saw a lot of dead cats and horses 
lying about. I saw a few live chickens with 
part of their feathers blown away. 

‘While I wae in the stricken district a 
communicative old man told me that the 
woman who lived next door to him was 
crushed when her home collapsed and the 
baby she was nursing was found across 
the street trying to play with a dog that had 
m0 more life im it. 

“a grutch was driven into the side of one 
house. I was informed that a family of six 
which eought safety in the basement of their 
residence had the house taken from over thein 
heads and smashed to kindling wood. 


Widow’s House Escapes. 

“'In one block a widow's cites was left 
atanding with little damage ard every other 
residence on the street was turned topsy- 
turvy and torn apart. 

“at one place where all that was left 
of the house was the kitchen, women were 
carrying out dishes which had not even been 
cracked. The balance of the house had been 
ripped off at the pantry, but the china had 
not been moved.” 

Allen Turpin of Poseyville, Ind., was a pas~ 
senger on the delayed Iilinois Central train, 
which reached Chicago at 10:30 p.m, Tur- 
pin left Omaha and went to Council Bluffs, 
four miles away, just one hour before the 
storm broke. Turpin caught the train at 
Council Bluffs.

‘I boarded thetrain,’’ he said, “and about 


ten seconds after it pulled out there wesa | 


loud roar that sounded more like a shriek 
and I heard the trainshed crash. The train 
was running at a good speed, but I saw 
fences, shutters, roofs, boxes, and everything 
you could think of flying through the alr and 
sliding along the streets and tracks. 

‘ Several women on the train screamed and 
one fainted when a@ box or fence crashed 
against the side of ourcoach. The engineer 
seemed to increase his speed. 

“We were all frightened and many of us 
though the train would be Dlown over any 
minute. We erached the outskirts of the city 
and myself and the conductor went to the 
back platform. We could see the entire city 
of Omaha enveloped in one big cloud of dust, 
it seemed. We could not distinguish one 
building.. It appeared to be a big, swirling 
eloud of black smoke. We could see the 
flames sweep along in great sheets several 
hundred feet high. 


Train Races with Tornado. 


“Our speed increased until we neared 
Council Bluffs. The train seemed to be rac- 
ing from the storm, which continued to hang 
over Omaha. 

“The center of the storm appeared to be 
about a mile from the tracks. We could see 
trees bend before it and fences were torn up 
and carried away. We ran through Logan 
and the storm wasracing withus, The stonm 
passed us. As we raced along we could fol- 
low its path. We were running at full speed, 
and all of us were thrown from our seats 
when the brakes were suddenly applied just 
outside of Woodbine. Woodbine le fourteen 
miles from Omaha, 

“I mean to say Woodbine wae fourteen 
miles from Omaha. I guess parts of it are 
about 100 miles away now. When we ar- 
rived at the place where the etation once 
stood almost the entire town of Woodbine 
was lying acrose the tracks. The depot was 
almost half a mile down the tracks, It was 
upside down. Houses, sheds, and wagons 
and everything else was on the tracks. Part 
of the tracks further along were wrapped 
around a former toolhouse, 

“The engineer backed the train to Logan, 
as we could go no further. When we ar 
rived at Logan again almost the entire town 
had been blown dowm We stayed at Logan 
until 6:30 o’clock this morning. lerever want 
to see anything like that again,”’ 


Mrs. Ritter’s Story. 

Mrs. Ritter’s story is as follows: 9» 

‘‘ When we left Lincoln at 4:30 p. m. I was 
first apprised of the approach of the storm 
by the intense stillness and extreme humidity 
of the air. Yellow clouds ehrouded the hori- 
zon, I have lived in the cyclone country and 
I know how they develop. I told the passen- 
gers there was going to be a cyclone, but 
they did not take much stock in my predic- 
tions. Suddenly, after the heat grew almost 
unbearable, a térrific gale began to blow, 
which rocked the passenger cars from aide 
to side. It grew black everywhere, and even 
the lights in the train seemed dull and ain- 
ister. Presently a torrent of rain came down, 
accompanied by hailstones as large as duck 
eggs ! 

“Passengers, chiefly the women, grew ex- 


| cited and some cried and shrieked for mercy. 


It went on that way for a long time. We 
could net see outside the car windows, and 
great halletones beat continually against 
the panes. 


Agent Halts Train, 

“Before we reached Ralston, which is 
seven miles out of Omaha, the storm quieted 
' down and the train was able to run fast. 
The station agent ran down the tracks toward 
eur train and flagged it with his handker- 
chief. His ticket office had been swept away 
| and he had no means of dispatching in either 
direction. 

‘It was light again then and all along the

Injured Persons Board Train. 


“Our train had no sooner halted than we 
could see men and women straggling toward 
the tracks, moaning and weeping, It was the 
most pitiful eight I have ever witnessed. 
Some section gang men were the first to board 
the observation car. They were dirty and 
ragged and blood streamed from their faceg 
and hands 

“At firet the passengers were so fright- 
ened they could hardly move. I asked some 
of the men to help me and told them to tear 
up bed sheets to make bandages. I got some 
medical things out of my grip and led sey- 
eral of the wounded men to the lavatory, 
where I washed their hands and faces clean 
and then bound up their wounds. 

* Soon every one im the car was taking care 
of the injured, and the berths and seats were 
made into improvised hospital couches. Old@ 
women and children frightened half to death 
and some injured got aboard later. Mothers 
who had lost their children or thought they 
had screamed as though mad. 


One Family Reunited. 


‘tT will always remember one pathetic 
scene, A mother and father had been crying 
and praying over the supposed loss of their 
two children when the two—a boy and girl 
came limping toward thetrain. They hugged 
arid kissed each other and wept on each oth.- 
er’s shoulders for sheer joy. 

‘“ Throughout the car men and women cried 
out distressingly about how they had los: 
everything they had inthe world. One wom-

She said she could not 
find her baby and her house had been blown 
away. 

*“ One family of seven was aboard, and the 
daughter told me how everything her parents 
owned had been lost. She saidthey all start- 
ed to run for acyclone cellar when two wom- 
en friends from Omaha called from a cave 
and they all got inside the cave just in time 
to save their lives. Their house and cattle 
had been.swept away. 

‘* One woman’s ear had been partly severed 
from her head and she bore deep gashes op 
her scalp. 

“ A mother, nursing a 4 days old babe told 
me how she had been saved and said she 
thought !t was a miracle. When the storm 
swept over her house she and the babe were 
in bed. The rafters fell upon the bed tn the 
shape of an inverted rectangle, forming a 
canopy from which she could escape with the 
baby.”’ 


Describes Omaha Scene. 

Another passenger told of the appearance 
of Omaha as the train drew into the city. 

“T had just recovered from what I had 
seen when we pulled into Omaha with the In- 
jured,” he said. “It wad night then—and 
such a night! The sky was lighted with a 
great red glare, and the streets were filled 
with people who acted like mad. To make i: 
worse, it was raining frightfully. The peals 
of thunder drowned the wails of the terror- 
stricken. 

**In the distance we could see a big hotel 
burning like a greatred lantern. The women 
in the train were worn out with terror and 
excitement. 

“None of us had any sleep that night. 
After our train pulled out we had to stop 
every now and then, in order that the débris 
might be cleared from the rails before the 
train could go on.”

T. R. Porter, Newspaper Man, 
Gets Vivid Story as Vic- 
tim of Tornado. 


SAVES WIFE IN RUINS. 


House ‘Collapses as He Stands on 
Porch; Others Sail Through 
the Air. 


Omaha, Neb., March 24—J. R. Porter, a 
newspaper man, had a vivid story to tell to- 
day of impressions of a tornado derived as 
one of its victims. 

“I was standing on the porch of my resi- 
dence as the storm blew up,”’ he said. ‘‘ In 
all its fury and grandeur it passed within 
one and one-half blocks ofme. I never knew 
or realized before the force of a wind. 

“I gaw one house picked up bodily. and 
hurled.a quarter ofa block. It landed agaius: 
a house in which my wife was at that mo- 
ment. I dug my wife out of the ruins, un- 
injured, fifteen minutes later. 


House Collapses Like Cards. 

“I saw houses collapse like cardsin that 
awful wind. T looked at one large house and 
it actually disappeared before my very eyes. 
As I looked I saw another large three-story 
house cut cleanly in twain as if by a giant 
sword. . 

“I saw a cottage come sailing through the 
air many, many feet above the ground. It 
struck the fifth story of the Sacred Heart 
convent.

New York Referee in Leggett Case Finds 
It Is Not Too Much When She Has a 


Wise Mother. 


New York, March 24.—[Special.}—An al- 
lowance of $20,000 a year for the support and 
maintenance of a girl of 16 who has a wise 
mother is not too much, according to a re- 


port of William Rand Jr., as referee, filed | 


in the Supreme court today. ‘This sum is 
allowed to Mrs. Bessie McLeod Leggett, 
widow of Francis H. Legegtt, the grocer, as 
guardian of her daughter, Frances, who in- 
herited the bulk of her father’s estate. 

The estate, which wae ieft in trust, con- 


sists of $337,000 in real estate and $1,660,006 | 


in personal property; which yields an annual 
income of $86,273. 
Mr. Rand in his report says Miss Leggett 


is living im a large residence in London and | 
requires a retinue of servants. The cost of 


maintaining it Is $39 000 a year. 

The referee finds that $14,000 has been spent 
in the last three years for teachers, doctors, 
dentists, clothing, horses, automobiles, and 
servants for the daughter, and he makes an 
allowance of $44,000 for moneys expended by 
Mrs. Leggett for her daughter in that period. 

The referee finds Miss Leggett has had 
the benefit, *‘ not to be estimated in money, 
of a refined home and the counsel of a wise 
and devoted mother, who has kept her daugh- 
ter unspoiled by luxury and simple and un- 
selfish in character.’’ 

The referee's report was confirmed by Su- 
preme Court Justice Gerard.

SOUL KISS WINS POPULARITY 


Young Get Chance to Titter, and the 
| Old to Sigh. 


This is the story of a “ lowbrow,” who vis- 
ited the exhibition of the Association of Amer- 
ican Painters and Sculptors. Here are the 
impressions of the cubists, futurists, and 
modernists generally by one who went re- 
ceptively, saw amazedly, and returned be- 
wilder ed. 

“These painters have tried to get away 
from the obvious sickly-eweet style of paint- 
ing."" exclaimed Secretary Walt Kuhn of the 
association, when appealed to for enlighten- 
ment. “It is not necessary to depict a thing 
exactly in order to make a person see what 
is intended. It makes persons think and is 


' therefore a triumph.”’ 


“I whink and I See.” | 

Noticing the crease of perplexity on the 
brow of his questioner, Mr. Kuhn got down 
to concrete tacks. 

* Say I know a man named Mike O’Brien,” 
quoth he. “I want a picture of Mike O’Brien, 
and I draw a simple square. I cay look at 
that and visualise my friend without trouble. 
Suppose I want a picture of Lady So-and-So. 
Here she is,””’ and Mr. Kuhn drew a quarter 
‘circle. “I think, and I see the lady.” 

“Do you think that fifty years hence por- 
trait painting will be like that?’’ 

“Yes. It will require education and think- 
ing, but it will come.” 

That being about enough, the critical in- 
spection was resumed. 


All Eyes on the Nude. 

The “Nude Descending a Staircase’’ was 
easily the feature in the eyes of the happy 
critics. True, there were several other pic- 
tures of similar explosive appearance which 
baffied the curious, but eventually they found 
the masterpieceof Marcel Duchamp. Despite 
the solution presented in THm TRIBUNE, few 
found the outlines of the nude person in the 
mass of wreckage. 

* It took Duchamp four years to study out 
and paint that picture,”’ explained a scornful 
enthusiast. “One person? Why, it repre- 
sents his conception of all the nude women 
in the world descending all the staircases on 
this earth.” 

That explanation made {t easier. 

Second in public interest was Paul Picaseso’s 
“The Woman and the Pot of Mustard.” This 
led to many artistic controversies, 

“Tt depicts the morning after in the Des- 
plaines street police court,” expleined one 
gazer, “‘ and the mustard pot is exhibit A.” 

“ But how did the mustard pot survive after 
guch evident mutilation of the lady’s fea- 
tures?” queried an objector. 

“You are both wrong,” sald a third. “It 
was undoubtedly German mustaré and the 


»lady’s face is streaked, not butchered.” 
Then there was a bit of near sculpture pop- |

other definition. It caused the young to 
titter, the elders to sigh. It was a solid block 
vaguely carved into two square heads with 
two pairs of arms springing from nowhere 
clasped behind each head. The lips wefe, in 
the language of hectic novels, literally “ glued 
together.”” It is undoubtedly the most pas- 
sionate and lasting osculation on record. 

The difficulties of navigation in the eyes of 
a futurist are depicted in ‘*‘ Regatta on the 
Channel,”” by Raoul Dufy. There are ten 
vessels without visible space for navigation, 
yet all navigating under full gail or steam. 
It is some regatta. 


A Whole Harem of Nudes. 


In the eyes of the connoisseur, the real 
cubist masterpiece was Duchamps’ “ King 
and Queen Surrounded by Nudes.”” Not even 
the sensitive soul or artistic imagination of 
Sergeant O'Connor could find fault with the 
royal prerogatives in the matter of entourage, 
for there was no impropriety visible — or 
much of anything else. 

To show that Duchamps has no monopoly 
on cubic spirituality, Francis Picabia shows 
“ The Dance at the Spring,” depicting to the 
untutored mind a pise of red and white blocks 
in an amphitheater of brown rocks, and 
“The Procession, Seville ’—same thing, ex- 
cept the blocks are black, red, and blue. 

“ Seashore,’’ by Maurice B. Prendergast of 
Boston. indicates that the indiscriminate and 
total disrobing of both sexes is more free at 


Revere beach than on the Illinois shores of 
Lake Michigan. Also that Chicago authori- 
ties’ conception of proper bathing attire is 
lacking in artistic allowance. 

Fernand Leger has a village ‘“‘ Study ” 
which is reminiscent of the Kate Greenaway 
picture of our youth—only worse. 

Secretary Kuhn, who is from Fort Lee, N. 
J., though an admirer of the “ shinglehouse 
explosion ” type of modern art, is more con- 
servative in his delineation. One picture 
is entitled ‘‘ Morning.” It is probably the 
first aurora borealis seen in the vicinity of 
Fort Lee, though more common across the 
river on Manhattan island. 

A coffee colored fisherman in prize ring 
cotume cut decollette, whose place of busi- 
ness is a violet pond, proved popular as a 

/poster. A procession of carmine fish, ducks, 
whose wings seemed permanently out of 
commission and marvelously colored foliage 
completed the picture. 


Ten Sales Are Made. 


Three paintings and seven engravings, the 
latter by Denis and Vuillard, were sold to 
an anonymous Chicago art lover, it Was an- 
nounced.

THE LESSON. 

For all her sister cities could do, Omaha 
might have been wiped out for lack of a tele- 
graph or telephone wire. 

That is the lesson which stands out against 
the tragic background of destruction and 
death wrought by the tornadoes of yester- 
day. 

Our present system of communication is 
wholly at the mercy of the climate, and any 
city or town may be completely cut off from 
any succor by a storm which blows down 
wires, as Omaha and other places were cut 
off for a time by this hurricane. During 

these hours of isolation a conflagration might 
have swept acity for lack of prompt aid from 
nearby cities out of the track of devastation, 
_ leoting and rioting might have gone on un- 
‘ghecked, and many lives lost. 

There is no need for this danger. This is 
the age of wireless telegraphy, and the gov- 
ernment should take the hint from yester- 
day's events to provide a system of wireless 
communication covering the country, and as 
nearly as possible stormproof. Such a sys- 
tem will cost money, but it will save life and 
property often enough to justify the invest- 
ment as insurance. 


A SHAMEFUL AND FOOLISH POLICY.

, Combs of the high honor of the French am- 
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bassadorship because of the professional and 
financial sacrifice involved, the president 
gays:

Our policy places our diplomacy in the 
hands of an aristocracy of money. Itshould 
be ended. Buildings of suitable size, com- 
fort, dnd dignity should be provided wher- 
ever we have an embassy; should be pur 
chased and well kept up, and a proper allow- 
ance should be made for official entertain- 
ment. Only by such self-respecting policy 
can the government eommand the highest 
efficiency and place its diplomatic service on 
a democratic basis of merit rather than 
money.

Count Worontzoff-Dashkeff is one of the 


most notable figures in Russian life, and as 
governor gemera! of the Caucasus, the most 
important viceroyalty in the gift of the czar, 
has, through his humane and liberal admin- 
istration, restored peace and,order in that 
formerly turbulent portion of the empire. 


When he was appointed to take up his resi- 


dence at Tiflis the emtire Caucasus was ina 
state of violent fnsurrection. Civil war was 
raging, brigandage was rife, and life and 
property, domestic as well as foreign, were 
to such an extent at the mercy of outlaws 
and bandits that all trade and 


industry 
were at a standstill. 
Today trade and industry are once more 


fiourishing in the Caucasus, which has been 
so bountifully endowed by nature with min- 
eral and agricultural wealth, 


The viceroy has given back to the Ar- 


menian-Georgian church its Vast properety, 
which had been confiscated by his predeces- 


sor, Prince Galitzine. He has revived the 
authority of its bishops and clergy, as wellas 
that of the Mohammedan priesthood, thereby 
converting them Into allies instead of dan- 


gerous foes of the Russian government. 


It would take too long to describe all the 
reforms that he bas brought about tn the face 
of almost insuperable obstacles and discour- 
aging opposition from St. Petersburg. 

That he has been successful is shown by 
the peace and prosperity which now reign In 
the Caucasus and by the part which the 
people of every class and race there took in 
the celebration two or three years ago of the 
golden jubilee of his entering the service 
of the Russian crown.

The count and countess are among the few 
persons in Russia who enjoy the affection of 
both empresses, and that, too, :-in an alto- 
gether exceptional degree. 

When the now widowed czarina first came 
to Russia as a bride the countess, heiress to 
the vast wealth of the former Princess Wor- 
ontzoff, had recently been married to Count 
Dashkoff and was appointed grand mistress 
of her household, while the count was placed 
at the head of the then czarovitch’s court. 

The two couples—that is to say, Alexander 
ITL and his consort, and the count and count- 
ess—were never parted while Alexander 
lived, and they had but few secrets from 
one another. 

Rendered indifferent to riches and to a4- 
vancement by reason of their great wealth 
and jrank, the services of the Worontzoff- 
Dashkoffs to Alexander and his wife were 
wholly disinterested, a fact which the em- 
peror and empress appreciated all the more 
by reason of the rarity of such conditions. 

As soon as Alexander ITI. succeeded to the 
throne He appointed the count to be minister 
of the imperial house, and as such, not only 
the head of the court, but also of all the im- 
mense crown property. 

The ceunt was kept on in this position by 
Emperor Nicholas until about a year after 
the corgnation.

quiry in order to determine the blame and 
responsibility for the tragedy. 

The commission was headed by the aged 
Count Pahlon and returned a verdict plac- 
ing all the blame upon the real culprit, the 
late Grand Duke Sergius, who was governor 
general of Moscow. 

The grand duke Nad all along endeavored 
to exculpate himself at the expense of Count 
W orontzoff-Dashkoff, on the pretext that the 
latter as minister of the imperial house 
and as such in charge of the coronation was 
at fault; and that the count should have 
been cleared at his, the grand duke’s, ex- 
pense, embittered him. 

Some error in etiquette at a subsequent 
court ball at St. Petersburg on the part of 
one of the masters of ceremonies gave 
Sergius the opportunity of assalling the 
count with such a torrent of invective and 
reproaches in the presence of the guests 
that he insisted on resigning his office at 
court, declaring that nothing whatsoever 
could induce him to remain in a position 
where he would necessarily be brought into 
frequent contact with the grand duke. 

It was only with the utmost reluctance that 
the emperor accepted the count’s resigna- 
tion. and not long afterwards appointed him 
to take charge of the governor generalship of 
the Caucasus, endowing him with the rank 
of viceroy, which had not been held by any 
of his predecessors since the administration 
of old Grand Duke Michael. 

One of the count’s daughters, a beautiful 
woman, is married to Elim Damidoff, prince 
of San Donate, and now Russian envoy to the 
court of Athena. 


a 


The viceroy was succeeded as minister of. 


the imperial house by Gen, Baron Viadimir 
Freedericksz, who has continued in office 
ever since. 

With his long mustache, recalling that of 
the late King Humbert, he presents a strik- 
ing appearance, and is always to be found in 
immediate attendance on the czar as his 
principal guard and shadow. He is abso- 
lutely devoted to the emperor, the empress. 
and their children, and administers not only 
the entire court but also the huge crown 
property with ability and success. 

Im addition to his other duties he acts as 
chief adviser, as a sort of prime minister to 


the czar in the latter’s supervision and con- 


trol of the various members of the reigning 
family, which is by no means an easy task, as 
shown by the disciplinary measures which 
have since the accession of Nicholas been 
adopted against the Grand Dukes Paul, 
Alexis, Michael Michaelovitch, Cyril, Boris, 
Andrew, and against the emperor's two 
brothers, the late Grand Duke George and 
ex-Grand Duke Michael. The emperor has 
just rewarded the general by promoting him 
from the rank of baron to that of count. 


_— 

Titles of count bestowed by the Russian 
crown are rare. 

True, there are a number of nobles of the 
German-speaking provinces of Russia who 
have been permitted to retain their German 
titles of count and baron for usein Russia. 

There are Polish nobles who have been au- 
thorized by the Russtin ¢rown to retain their 
Polfsh titles; and foreigners, such as, for in- 
stance, the Cassinis,'when they entered the 
service of the czar were permitted to retain 
their foreign titles. 

None of these is a Russian dignity. They 
are merely foreign titles whose use has been 
sanctioned in Russia. 

I do not suppose that there have been more 
than three-score Russian titles of count be- 
stowed by the czars since the days of Peter 
the Great, among the most notablbe being 
those of the Mouravieffs and of the Dash- 
koffs. 

Thanks to this, a count whose patent as 
such is a gift from the Muscovite crown isa 
man of far greater importance in Russia than 
the vast majority of so called princes; many of

Every employer is required to keep a time book 
or record showing, for each day that his establish- 
ment is opem, the hours during which each and 
every female in his employ, to whom this act ap- 
plies, is employed. Such time book or record ehall 
be open to inspeotion to the officiais of the factory 
ingpection department.

Woodlawn houséwives, who have been buy- 
ing cheap butterine as country butter at 30 
cents a pound, learned the difference yester- 
day, according to the police, when W. A. 
Dwan, 5411 Calumet avenue, and Edward 
Kenney, 48156 Greenwood avenue, were ar- 
rested on complaint of H. G. Rodenberg, an 
inspector for the Illinois pure food commis- 
sion. He will attempt to have the federal 
government arrest the men after trial in the 
Municipal court. 

Dwan was arrested at his home, which is 
richly furnished and attended by Japanese 
servants. He is said to have made a profit 
of 20 cents a pound on the alleged butter, 
Kenney was arrested while peddling the 
product through Woodlawn. Detectives 
found an outfit for coloring butterine in a 
shed in the rear of Dwan’s home. .

WILL NOT AFFECT LAKES. 


Increase in Flow May Injure Shallow 
Channels.

New York, March 24.—[Special.]—A ciepute 
between the federal government and the Chi- 
cago sanitary district over one inch of water 
was the basis of testimony all today at the 
hearing at the Netherland hotel in the in- 
junction suit to restrain further diversion of 
water from Lake Michigan by the channel 
through the Calumet river. 

Gardner 8. Williams of Ann Arbor, Mich., 
the expert hydraulic engineer who is a wit- 
ness for the eanitary district, testified that 
if the measurements taken by the govern- 
ment engineers ere correct, the present di- 
version of water from Lake Michigan lowers 
the great lakes and their connecting rivers 
and channels 4.1 inches, while the govern- 
ment experts have testified that the amount 
ig five inches. ; 


Effect of Increase. 

Mr. Wiliams testified that the proposed 
diversion of 14,000 cubic feet a second will 
lower the bodies of water named 5.8 inches, 
while the government estimate is seven 
inches. 

It is conceded by the defense that, while 
the decrease will not affect Lakes Michigan, 
Huron, and Erie, it would be more likely to 
interfere with navigation in the more shallow 
channels, such as the St. Clair and Niagera 
rivers. 

Others to Testify. 

The chief witness tomorrow will be Fred- 
erick P. Stearns of Boston, Mass., ex-presi- 
dent of the American Society of Civil Engi- 
rieera, who. is a noted hydraulic and sanitary 
expert. The defense will also call John R. 
Freeman of Providence, an expert hydraulic 
engineer.

Ralph P. Keyes, the pris- 
oner’s son-in-law, Dr. C. H. Colgate, who for- 
merly attended the Eatons; Miss Jessie Colla- 
more, a neighbor; Charles. E. Nordstrom, a 
private detective, and Mrs. Hanna E. Barnes 
of Rockland, formerly a housekeeper for the 
Eaton family, also testified. 

Nordstrom recently gave out a statement 
saving that last eummer Mrs. Eaton asked 
him to spy on the adm¥fral because she thought 
her husband was insane.

Alderman Says Sudden High 
Pressure Endangered Lives. 


JETS FLARE TO THE CEILING. 


Council Orders an Investigation of the 
Charges Made. 


Alé. Irwin R. Hazen charged the Peoples 
Gaslight and Coke company yesterday with 
endangering the lives of residents of Austin 
by “the sudden application of a terrific, un- 


precedented, and apparently unwarranted 


high pressure in their gas pipes.” He hadthe 
city council pass an order for an investigation 
of the occurrence, which, he said, happened 
at 8:45 o'clock Sunday afternoon. 

“In some instances.” he said, in a state- 
ment to the press, ‘‘ housewives were cooking 
late dinners or early suppers, and the burming 
®as flared out in such fashion as to threaten 
to ignite their clothing. On account of the 
stormy condition some gas jets were lighted 
for illuminating: purposes. These flared and 
roared, and in some instances, I am informed, 
sent flames upward nearly to the celling."* 


Pressure Blows Out Mercury. 

He said that many of his constituents have 
attached “regulators to the gas pipes and 
the pressure was so heavy that it blew out 
the mercury used in them to contro! the flow 
of gas. 

“The full volume of gas,’ he said “ was 
poured intc the basements, endangering the 
lives of every person in such houses and the 
property itself, causing imminent peril of 
asphyxiation and, worse yet, of explosions 


from contact of the gas with basement 
furnace fires,”’

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LIST NEW: REGULATIONS. 


Ordinance Drafted by Corpora- 
tion Counsel’s Office to Be 
Discussed Thursday. 


Another modification of the concessions 
asked by the Chicago Telephone company fn 
the rate revision ordinance made its appear- 
ance quietly yesterday. The request to 
limit all telephone conversations to five min- 
utes was dropped, and there were other 
changes/in the terms proposed. 

There had been no previous announcement 
of the change when Bryan Y. Craig, aesist- 
ant corporation counsel, presented to the 
committee on gas, oil, und electric light the 
rate ordinance he had been ordered to con- 
struct. 

Tt wae found in the text under section “ P ” 
and aroused little comment, elthough a mo 
tion was offered to strike out what reference 
remained to the five minute Mmitation. 

The latest revision, as it now appears in 
the ordinance, follows: 

‘In the interest.of good service to all sub- 
ecribers. the Chicago Telephone company 
is authorized to adopt and enforce the fol- 
lowing rules, and to discontinue telephone 
service by removal! of the telephone or other 
wise for the following reasons—vis.: 

l. For nonpayment of any amount properly due 
from subscriber. 

2, For malicious interference by @ subscriber 
to party line service with the service furnished 
to other subecribers on the line. 

8. For the securing of service permitting it to 
be secyred through coin box telephones without 
payment therefor. 

4. For permitting the repeated use of unlimited 
service telephones by persons not entitled thereto. 

5. For using or permitting the use over the equip- 
ment furnished by the company of foul, abusive 
or profane language or for impersonating any 
other individual with fraudulent or malicious in- 
tent. ; 

6. For habitual use of telephones, particularly 
on party lines, for conversations in excess of five 
minutes each. 

The right of the city council to amend or 
strike out any of these rules is reserved by 
the ordinance. The discussion of all the pro- 
visions of the measure will be taken up by the 
committee on Thursday.

BY MOHA Pitcher Powell Starts as Infielder; 
Lame Arm Retards Spring Practice. 


ASHVILLE, Tenn., March 24.—[{Spe- 
clal.]—Many outfielders and infielders 
have started in basbeball with the am- 
bition to become great pitchers and 
have changed their minds for various 

reasons. Not oefien does a young man begin 
his career as a fielder and become a pitcher, 
but BUl Powell, one of Manager Evers’ big 
étaft of Cub hurlers, is an exception. 
Powell began life on the green diamond as 
a first baseman. He can think of no reason 
except his height for adopting that position 
at the start, but that is sufficient. as he is 
two inches over six feet tall and can reach 
a proportionate distance in every direction. 
Powell's baseball began with the high 
school team in his home town of East Liver- 
pool, O.—he is another Cub from that famous 
Ohio-Pennsyivania incubator of players—and 
his first professional engagement was with - 
the Bloomington club of the Three Eyes 
league. That was in 1906, and he was first 
basing to beat the band that year. But 
he strained his side toward the end of the 
season while reaching for a curve ball at 
bat and was not feeling sufficientiy recov- 
ered the following spring to return to the 
game.

The love of the sport proved too strong for 
Powell, however, and before the season of 
1907 was over he was signed up to manage 
the Greensburg team of the Western Penn- 
sylvania league. He was still a first baseman, 
but while with thet team he took a notion 
te try to pitch because he had no one else 
ready to goin. His first battie on the slab 
resulted in a shutout, and from that day he 
abandoned the first baseman’s mitt and 
started learning the art of mixing them up. 

Mixing them up is Powell's chief stock in 
trade. He has not the tremendous speed of 
Smoky Joe Wood, nor the spitball of Walsh, 
nor the sharp curves that made Mordeca) 
Brown famous, but he has a varied assort- 
ment of goods, and on these depends his suc- 
cesé. 

Powell uses a slow, deceptive motion which 
looks easy because there is no indication of 
how fast he can send the ball up to the plate. 
It is the more deceptive because he varies It 
with a lazy floater or siow curve’ when he 
thinks the batter !s looking for the ball with 
a hop on it He bluffs a epitball some and 
uses it just often enough to show that he has 
it. That is what he has learned about pitch- 
ing since quitting first base.

After Greensburg Powell went to the 
Springfield (Mass.) team, with which his rec- 
ord was so good that he was grabbed by the 
Pittsburgh team in the fall of 1908.-For the 
next two seasons he was a Pirate, but pitched 
only a few gamesin that garb. As nearly as 
Bill can remember he worked in only twelve 
games during the two seasons he belonged to 
Barney Dreyfuss’ etable and there is no way 
to verify it, as that would not get him into 
the official averages.

Tommy White Suggests Solution 
of Situation in Illinois. 


SAYS PROMOTERS KILL SPORT 


to State Plan Favored. 


BY HUGH S. FULLERTON. 
Tommy White, former featherweight boxer, 
who during twelve years of active ring career 
never was connected with a scandal and 
never needed a “‘ manager” or other grafter, 
who fought straight and held his position be- 
cause he was a great fighter, yesterday sug- 
gested a solution of the entire fighting situa- 
tion in Ibinois. a 
Mr. White wamts boxing, wants to elimi- 
nate crooked promoters, crooked clubs, and 
crooked managers, and believes that he has 
hit upon the solution. Primarily his atti- 
tude toward a boxing bill coincides with 
mine, and when he came up to see me I! 
thought he had a “ kick’ against my stand 
on the boxing bill. Imstead, he agreed en- 
tirely and suggested a remedy and a solu- 
tion which fe unique Mr. White proposes 
these things: 
Fifty per cent of the gross receipts of all 
Gghts to go to the boxers. 
Forty per cent of the gross receipts to go to 
the state treasury. 
‘Ten per cent of the gross receipts to go to the 
elub and promoters. 
Three-fourths of the state’s 40 per cent of 
the gross to go to the public playgrounds, 
gymnasiums, etc. 


One-fourth of the state's 40 per cent to to 
maintain a boxing commission. i 


Remove Cause, Says White. 

Mr. White's idea is to remove the promot- 
ers, the grafters, the managers, and crooks 
by removing the cause and reason of their 
existence. He figures that by withdrawing 
the money incentive the bill will eliminate 
the managers, promoters, and other grafters entire- 
ly, and place boxing in the hands of legitimate 
clubs and organizatione that desire boxing rather 
than money meking. | 

“The whole trouble with boxing—call it fght- 
ing if you wish,’’ said White, ‘‘ is the promoter and 
the grafter. Boxers are instinctively straight, 
because they want to win. They'll box fair and 
square unless some crook frames a way and puts 
them up to crookedness. When I was boxing 
we didn’t need . We believed we could 
whip any one of our weight, and we didn’t need 
te divide with any one to tell us whether we could 
or not 


“Favors Clean Sport or None. 


“I want to see boxing, not that I epxect to. see 
it. I never have attended a fight since I retired 
from the ring atid haven't any interest in it, ex- 
cept to have the sport clean. It's a great sport if 
they'll let it I believe a boxing bill can go 
through the le ture right now, if it is on the 
square. We will insist upon a square commission 
that isn’t interested in any club and which is not 
looking for easy graft. 

*“* A crooked commission would be worse than no 
boxing at all. I think that the fellows who have 
made the game and have been honest should have 
some voice in saying who shall be on the commis- 
sion Personally I'é lke to see fellows like Stagg 
of Chicago, Huff of Illinois, perhaps Delaney—] 
mean that clase of fellows, In charge."

TO SPRINGFIELD 


Charles Hayes Goes to Capital 
to Fight Bill Pending in 
Legislature. 


ENVOY. OF LOCAL CLUBS. 
Effort Will Be Made to Secure 
Substitute Measure Giving 
State Power. 


BY REED L. PARKER. 

Charles M. Hayes, chairman of the ecom- 
mittee on legislation for the Chicago Motor 
club, yesterday was named as envoy of local 
motoring orgahizations to visit legislators 
in Springfield, with the power to work what 
influence he can against a. bill said to have 
been fostered by the city administration. 

The bill, it is said, would give municipali- 
ties certain unrestrained powers which would 
work adversely to the interests of automo- 
bilists in general. Mr. Hayes will leave for 
Springfield tonight. Frank L. Childs, the 
Cc. M. C. attorney, will accompany him. 

The two men will try to be constructive as 
well as destructive. They will suggest a 
substi#iiia which would take away from the 
cee of the power they now possess. 
If adopted, the measure would apply gen- 
erally in every town, city, or village in the 
state. According to Mr. Hayes, the bill 
drafted by the motoring organizations makes 
the state really the controlling body for 
automobilists, instead of giving so much 
power into the hands of the municipalities. 


Motorists Hold Conference, 

The decision on the part of local clubs to 
gend Mr. Hayes to Springfield wae reached 
at a conference of representatives of the 
Chicago Motor club, Chicago Automobile 
Trade association, and Chicago Automobile 


club yesterday. Attending the meeting were Presi- 
dent X. H. Van Sicklen of the C. M. C. and C. A. 
T. A.: Charles M. Hayes, chairman of the com- 
mittee on legislation of the C. M. C.; L. E. Burr, 
B. E. Bushnell, Frank Childs, Chariee P. Root of 
the C. M. C. legialative committee, Henry Paulman, 
ané Z. C E)kin of ihe C. A. T. A, legislative com- 
mittee, and Sidney Gorham, chairman of the legis- 
lative committee of the Chicago Automobile club, 
‘We have no argument with Mayor Harrison,"’ 
eaid Mr Hayes. ‘' We do not, however, believe the 
bill offered is a good one. It gives the city too 
much power—power it does not have now. The 
pregent law is bad, because under its workings 
unjuet action against motorists can be taken. 


Favor Substitute Bill. 


“We believe that the present law should have 
@ substitute and we believe the present dill at 
Springfield ie not a proper substitute. We wan 
an automobile lew which will apply in all parte 
of the state. We want its power to be general. We 
want the same laws to apply in Peoria that apply 
in Chicago. : 

* Another thing we want {sonetax. Now we are 
paying a state Heense tax, a city license tax, ania 
personal property tex on our automobiles. We 
do not believe this to be fair. We want one single 
tex, thie to go to the state. With the money 
secured therefrom we want the state to build good 
roads and improve conditions for which the motor- 
iet now is paying and for which he receives little 
if anything.”

Indispensable in traveling are rubbers; whether

At that time we had a six room 
flat and paid $20 rent a month, so we moved into 
a four room flat and paid $11, thereby saving 
$125 a year. This included the saving on coal. 
After living there two years we took this $250 
and bought. a lot and built a small bungalow. 
Now all our expenses don't amount to any 
mare and we have a nicer place to live in, with 
a large lot, where I intend to raise all kinds 
of vegetables this summer, thereby saving 4 
lafge amount of money. 

Our gas bill always amounted to $3 or $4, 
but since November last I have used oil lamps, 
which cost 50 cents a month for light, and I 
cook on the range, using the sifted coal which 
I used to throw away. I also have a fireless 
cooker ‘and I would not part with it, it saves 
so much fuel and no steam or odor of cooking 
in the house. I bake my bread. When eggs 
are high I bake cake which does not need eggs. 

I buy the cheaper cuts of meat and when 
cooked in the fireless they taste just as good ' 
as the best. Bacon is good for every one and 
by buying a whole piece it is 10 cents a pound 
cheaper than when bought by the half pound 
sliced. In the fall I buy leaf lard and render 
it at a cost of 10 cents a pound. Now leaf

I do all my own work. I bought a machine 
and do the washing myself, also the sewing for 
the family and for my friends, which gives me 
extra money. My husband always bought his 
shirts, paying $1, but I make them now at a 
cost of 50 cents and just-as good material. 
There are 80 many more little things too nu- 
merous to write now.

If more than one store is featuring it 
as a “special,” I make a note of the fact in 
case of emergency. When my list is finished 
I have a complete shopping guide which tells 
me where to go for each article. In this way 
no time is wasted, and I find myself at the end 
of the day with every item checked off my list 
and a satisfied consciousness that “all's well.” 
In all mty experience I have but once or twice 
found an article not as represented in the ad- 
vertisement. 

My advice to seekers of short cuts to economy 
is this: Read the ads and watch the bargain 
counters, and if, in addition, you can be the 
architect of your own hats and dresses, then 
you need worry no longer. The problem is 
solved!

It must run 
quickly over the bottom, for it catches immedi- 
ately, The making use of a large spoon ‘in 
order to put enough of the batter in at a single 
time is advised. 

The crépes must be a good round, also as thin 
a8 paper if possible.

there are some little openings it will suffice to 
put in quickly a bit of batter with the point of 
a spoon. 

When the crépe is brown and cooked on one 
side give it a quick jerk, grasping ‘the middle of 
the handle of the pan. (a long handle, of course] 
with the right hand. This detaches the cake 
and allows it to spring up and be turned over in 
order to cook on the other side. If one does 
not succeed in making it spring up one may 
simply turn it with a knife or turner.

Another recipe which is preceded by the 
statement that the preparation of the crépe 
varies according to the region in which it is 
prepared has a large half pound of flour, five 


‘eggs, One scant pint of milk, one scant pint of 


fresh cream, one small wine glass of rum or 
brandy, and a pinch of salt. Break the eggs 
into-a well made in the flour and stir in the 
flour little by little. Work in the cream in 
small quantities and finally the rum or brandy. 
Some people perfume with orange water in- 
stead of brandy. The perfume is agreeable, but 
says a writer, “I do not believe it is as digest- 
ible as brandy or rum.” 

The crépe Suzette is baked and then heated 
up in rum. The recipe author even counsels 
that champagne, as old as possible, and lemon 
juice, be used as being most digestible, but in 
reference to the crépe in general he says that 
delicate stomachs should use it with modera- 
tion. He advises that it be served boiling hot 
and adds that in the regions of the south of 
France one puts in a certain amount of oil and 
cook the crépe in oil.
